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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the remarks, the applicant argues in substance 
that; A) Gunningberg does not teach A) sendings are performed at an application layer in accordance with an OSI model B)Gunningberg 
does not teach two packets sent back to back C) Gunningberg does not discuss the tolerability iof the packets sent D) Gunningberg does 
not disclose "sending at least a prime packet" E) Gunningberg does not disclose "receiving a bandwidth calculation based upon 
measurements related to the pair of packets ". 

In response to A and B) The additional limtations were not filed in the original claims and therefore require further consideration by the 
examiner and therefore the additional limitations are not considered. 

In response to C) Gunningberg teaches sending RPC's back-to-back and measures the response time as a function of the size(see page 
416 col. 2) and therefore Gunningberg meets the scope of the claimed limitation "transmission delay between packets is intolerable" 
In response to D) Gunningberg teaches sending a series of packets but the claim states "at least one priming packet" and therefore the 
100 packets taught by Gunningberg meet the scope of the claimed limitation "sending at least one priming packet". 
In response to E) Gunninberg teaches sending pair of packets sent back-to-back for the purpose of measuring the bandwidth of the TCP 
network. In fact TABLE II shows calculation of response time as the size of the packets change and therefore Gunninberg meets the 
scope of the claimed limitaiton "receiving a bandwidth calculation based upon measurements related to the pair of packets " 
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
